WILLEMSTAD - Former In¬ 
formateur Glenn Camelia was 
appointed by Acting Governor 
Adele van der Pluijm-Vrede to 
be the formateur (the one who 
forms the new government) of 
the Curacao government.

I have very seldom written 
about religion or about Jesus 
Christ. The reason -1 have al¬ 
ways thought that religion is 
too private and should not be 
discussed in a newspaper. 
But, the more I thought about 
that the more I am convinced 
how wrong I was to think 
this. Because, the truth is re¬ 
ligion is a very vital part of 
the total fiber of our society.

Others say that they are fed up 
with religion, with the church 
and church people. They have 
said that there are too many 


hypocrites who talk about 
Jesus and live totally contrary 
to what Jesus taught. Well, to 
tell the truth, I too don’t want 
any part of religious hypocrisy. 
So, I focus on Jesus and not on 
religion....and there is a big dif¬ 
ference! Religion cannot meet 
my deepest needs, nor can reli¬ 
gion answer my questions and 
give me meaning, but Jesus can 
and does! 

Three questions of life: 

Jesus answers the three biggest 
questions of life: 

1. Who am I, 2.Why am I here, 
3. Where do I go from here 
(after death)? 

It is true that philosophers 
and religious leaders down 
through the years have offered 
answers to these questions, but 
only Jesus Christ proved his 
credentials by rising from the 
dead! Jesus offers life with real 
meaning. He said that life is 
much more than making 
money, having a good time, 
being successful, and then 
dying and getting buried. Yet, 
many people today still try to 
find meaning in riches, fame 
and success. 


Madonna confesses: 

I read about Madonna 
who tried to answer the ques¬ 
tion of, “Why am I here?” by 
becoming a diva. But, she 
confessed not too long ago 
that... “There were many 
years when I thought fame, 
fortune, and public approval 
would bring me happiness. 
But one day you wake up and 
realize they don’t...I still felt 
something was missing...I 
wanted to know the meaning 
of true and lasting happiness 
and how I could go about 
finding it.” 

Others have given up on 
finding meaning in their 
lives. You would recall Kurt 
Cobain, lead singer of the 
Seattle band Nirvana, who de¬ 
spaired at age 27 and took his 
own life. Jazz-age cartoonist 
Ralph Barton also felt mean¬ 
ingless and committed suicide. 
In a suicide note Barton wrote: 
“I have had few difficulties, 
many friends, great successes; 
I have gone from wife to wife, 
and from house to house, vis¬ 
ited countries of the world, but 
I am fed up with inventing de¬ 
vices to fill up 24 hours of the 
day.” 

Pascal on God: 

Pascal, the great French 
philosopher believed that the 
inner void we all experience 
can only be filled by God. He 
wrote: “There’s a God-shaped 
vacuum in the heart of every 
man which only Jesus Christ 
can fill.” 

Pascal is right; there is no 
meaning to life without God! I 
know, especially men who have 
achieved some measure of suc¬ 
cess will tell me that God is 
only a convenience, or at best 
something to have to compli¬ 
ment your sense of personhood.

Israeli air strikes kill 26 
in Gaza

GAZA CITY - Six more 
Palestinians were killed in Is¬ 
raeli raids last night, raising the 
day's toll to 26, as talk of an 
imminent truce failed to slow 
the pace of Israeli strikes. 

More than 1,000 people 
have also been injured in Gaza 
since the conflict began with 
Israel's targeting of a senior 


Hamas military commander. 

"Two cameramen from Al- 
Aqsa TV have been killed, 
health ministry spokesman 
Ashraf al-Qudra told AFP, say¬ 
ing the strike hit a car in Gaza 
City's Nasser area that was 
clearly marked as a press vehi¬ 
cle. 


European 
police roll 
up sham 
marriage 
gang 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Police 
have busted a gang exchang¬ 
ing fake marriages for large 
sums of money to give illegal 
immigrants European Union 
citizenship, European law en¬ 
forcement agencies said yes¬ 
terday. 

The Europol and Eurojust 
agencies said in a combined 
statement from The Hague 
that a total of 24 people had 
been arrested. 

Police in Britain, France 
and Portugal arrested the sus¬ 
pects who were allegedly part 
of a sham marriage scam in¬ 
volving Indian, Nigerian, 
Pakistani and Portuguese cit¬ 
izens. 

"Investigations established 
that the Portuguese organised 
crime group had been recruit¬ 
ing prospective brides and 
grooms in Portugal," the 
statement said. 

In return, it was offering, 
"in exchange for large sums 
of money, the possibility for 
persons without any resi¬ 
dence permits to marry in 
various (EU) member states 
and apply for EU citizenship 
a few years later." 

Police pounced simulta¬ 
neously in Britain, France 
and Portugal and searched a 
total of 23 homes and an of¬ 
fice. 

"Seizures include cash, 
documentation, mobile tele¬ 
phones, SIM cards, comput¬ 
ers, one hard disk drive and 
1.5 kilograms of hashish," the 
statement said. 


DR Congo rebels capture Goma, accused 


of atrocities 


GOMA, DR Congo (AFP) - 
Rebels in the Democratic Re¬ 
public of Congo yesterday 
seized the key eastern city of 
Goma amid warnings of a hu¬ 
manitarian catastrophe, with 
the United Nations and others 
reporting killings, abductions, 
looting and extortion of civil¬ 
ians. 

Locals however cheered 
and applauded two vehicles 
full of rebels as they drove 
around the city centre after 
fighters of the M23 movement 
marched into the city facing 
little resistance. 

Witnesses reported that 
rebel chief Sultani Makenga 
had arrived in the capital of 


mineral-rich North Kivu 
province, capping a week-long 
advance by the M23. 

In a radio broadcast, rebel 
spokesman Vianney Kazarama 
appealed for calm and ordered 
police and government sol¬ 
diers to surrender on Wednes¬ 
day morning at Goma's 
football stadium. 

While the rebels claimed to 
have captured both the city and 
its airport, a UN spokesman 
said peacekeepers were in con¬ 
trol of the airport and that UN 
forces were still on patrol in 
the city. 

The UN has around 1,500 
"quick reaction" peacekeepers 
in Goma, part of some 6,700 


troops in North Kivu province, 
backing government forces 
against the rebels. 

The UN defended its peace¬ 
keepers after Goma fell, saying 
a battle for the city would have 
put civilians at risk. 

"Fifteen hundred in a city of 
a million, there has to be a 
value judgement made," said 
UN deputy spokesman Ed¬ 
uardo del Buey. 

"Do you open fire and put 
civilians at risk or do you hold 
your fire, continue your pa¬ 
trols, observe what is happen¬ 
ing and remind the M23 that 
they are subject to interna¬ 
tional humanitarian and human 
rights law."

Sesame puppeteer resigns, 
sex claims 'distraction' 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The pup¬ 
peteer behind the beloved 
"Sesame Street" character 
Elmo has resigned following 
allegations that he had sexual 
relationships with underage 
teens. 

In a statement issued yes¬ 
terday, Kevin Clash said he 
was leaving the popular US 
children's television show after 
nearly three decades with a 
"heavy heart," but needed to 
settle the allegations against 
him "privately." 

Sesame Workshop, which 
produces the show, said the 
controversy swirling around 
the 52-year-old Clash had be¬ 
come a "distraction" that could 
not be overcome, calling it "a 
sad day for Sesame Street." 

Last week, Clash — who is 
openly gay — took a leave of 
absence from the show after a 
man said the pair had had sex 
several years ago, when the ac¬ 
cuser was only 16 — a claim 
Clash firmly denied. The man 
later dropped the claim. 

But yesterday, celebrity 
website TMZ.com reported 
that a second man, identified 
as Cecil Singleton, had filed a 
lawsuit claiming the pair had a 
relationship when he was 
under the age of consent. 

"Unfortunately, the contro¬ 
versy surrounding Kevin's per¬ 


sonal life has become a distrac¬ 
tion that none of us wants," 
Sesame Workshop said, adding 
that Clash "has concluded that 
he can no longer be effective in 
his job and has resigned." 

"Sesame Workshop's mis¬ 
sion is to harness the educa¬ 
tional power of media to help 
all children the world over 
reach their highest potential," 
it said. 

"Kevin Clash has helped us 
achieve that mission for 28 
years, and none of us, espe¬ 
cially Kevin, want anything to 
divert our attention from our 
focus on serving as a leading 
educational organization." 

In a separate statement, 
Clash said: "I am resigning 
from Sesame Workshop with a 
very heavy heart." 

"Personal matters have di¬ 
verted attention away from the 
important work Sesame Street 
is doing and I cannot allow it 
to go on any longer," he added 
in the statement sent by his 
publicist Risa Heller. 

"I am deeply sorry to be 
leaving and am looking for¬ 
ward to resolving these per¬ 
sonal matters privately." 

"Sesame Street," which first 
appeared on public television 
in November 1969, teaches 
children the basics of reading, 
writing and counting.

Argentina strike again 
challenges Kirchner 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Road and air transport delays 
plagued Argentina yesterday as 
President Cristina Kirchner, 
her approval rating in free fall, 
faced the second mass protest 
in as many weeks. 

After tens of thousands of 
demonstrators took to the 
streets on November 8 to com¬ 
plain about inflation and high 
crime rates, unions called a 24- 
hour general strike over taxes, 
led by a union boss once allied 
with Kirchner. 

"There are hundreds of road 
blocks across the country," 
said one of the strike organi¬ 
zers, Oscar de Isasi, as he ap¬ 
pealed for the government to 
"change course." 

Road blocks cut off main 
access routes into the capital 
Buenos Aires, causing traffic 
jams, while domestic flights 
were canceled at the city's 
Aeroparque airport. One sub¬ 
way line also came to a stand¬ 


still. 

Chilean airline LAN an¬ 
nounced it would scrap flights 
within Argentina scheduled to 
take off before 4 pm, as well as 
seven regional flights headed 
to and originating from Sao 
Paulo, Lima and the Chilean 
capital Santiago. 

Behind the strike is the 
powerful head of the opposi¬ 
tion faction of Argentina's CGT 
labor federation Hugo Moy- 
ano, who backed Kirchner until 
last year. A splinter group of the 
CTA union also called for the 
strike. The union activists want 
lower income taxes. 

The November 8 demon¬ 
stration reflected the loss of 
faith among the middle class in 
Kirchner, who last year won 
re-election with 54 percent of 
the vote. 

Argentina's growth rate fell 
from nine percent in 2011 to 
just 2.2 percent this year, ac¬ 
cording to the World Bank. 


FARC: Colombian peace 
talks moving at 'a good pace' 


HAVANA (AFP) - Peace talks 
between the Colombian go¬ 
vernment and leftist FARC 
rebels are progressing at a 
"good pace," a guerrilla dele¬ 
gate said on the second day of 
closed-door talks yesterday in 
Cuba. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC) 
declared a two-month ceasefire 
on the first day of the Havana 
talks Monday in an optimistic 
sign for the latest effort to end 
Latin America's longest-run¬ 
ning insurgency. 

"We are progressing at a 
good pace, on a good path, 
making sure that the people are 
fully participating in this 
process of building peace," 
FARC commander Jesus 
Santrich said as he arrived at 


the talks. 

The Colombian govern¬ 
ment delegation, led by former 
vice president Humberto de la 
Calle, entered the convention 
center where the talks are 
being held without talking to 
reporters. 

Negotiations were formally 
launched in Oslo on October 
18 in a bid to end a half-cen- 
tury-old conflict that has left 
600,000 people dead and dis¬ 
placed four million more. 

The last bid to forge a 
peaceful resolution ended in 
failure a decade ago. 

The government of Colom¬ 
bian President Juan Manuel 
Santos has said it will continue 
operations against the rebels 
until a comprehensive deal is 
reached. 


LONDON (AFP) - The 
Church of England's draft leg¬ 
islation approving women 
bishops failed to pass its gov¬ 
erning body the General Synod 
by a razor-thin margin yester¬ 
day. 

The legislation needed a 
two-thirds majority among the 
three houses of bishops, clergy 


and laity, but failed by just six 
voters among the laity. 

Stephen Cottrell, the 
Bishop of Chelmsford, told re¬ 
porters: "I'm hugely disap¬ 
pointed. This is going to be 
very hard for people in the 
wider church and the wider 
world to understand. 

"I'm not sure what's going 


to happen next. 

"We need to do a lot of 
work to persuade the lay peo¬ 
ple of Synod that there is a way 
forward on this together. 

Church of England bishops 
were to host an emergency ses¬ 
sion this morning to consider 
the consequences of the vote.

Dengue vaccine to be 
tested in India: reports 


UN 

GENEVA (AFP) - Deaths 
from HIV/AIDS have fallen 
sharply in sub-Saharan Africa 
in recent years, with particular 
progress made on protecting 
children from the deadly virus, 
the UN said. 

"Between 2005 and 2011, 
the number of people dying 
from AIDS-related causes in 
sub-Saharan Africa declined 
by 32 percent, from 1.8 million 
to 1.2 million," the UN’s pro¬ 
gramme on HIV/AIDS (UN¬ 
AIDS) said in its annual report 
on the state of the global pan¬ 
demic. 

The number of new HIV in¬ 
fections in sub-Saharan Africa, 
which remains the epicentre of 
the crisis, meanwhile plunged 
25 percent over 10 years, from 
2.4 million in 2001 to 1.8 mil¬ 
lion last year, according to the 
report published ahead of 
World AIDS Day on Decem¬ 
ber 1. 

Despite the progress made 
to bring down the infection 
rate in the region, sub-Saharan 
Africa still counts 23.5 million 
people living with HIV, or 69 
percent of the global total, ac¬ 
cording to the report. 

Women are disproportion¬ 
ately affected, accounting for 
58 percent of all HIV infec¬ 


tions in sub-Saharan Africa, 
and, alarmingly, 92 percent of 
all pregnant women in the 
world who live with the virus 
were in the region. 

Yet particular progress had 
been made in bringing down 
the number of children newly 
infected with HIV in sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa — a region that 
today is home to 90 percent of 
the world's infected young¬ 
sters, UNAIDS said. 

Between 2009 and 2011, the 
number of children in the re¬ 
gion infected with the virus 
that causes AIDS dropped 24 
percent, with a number of 
countries, including Kenya 
and South Africa, seeing falls 
of between 40 and 59 percent. 

UNAIDS, which spearheads 
the international fight against 
AIDS, said that low and mid¬ 
dle-income countries in the re¬ 
gion had increased their HIV 
prevention investment by 15 
percent from 2010 to 2011. 

In 21 countries in sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa, external funding 
sources account for more than 
50 percent of HIV invest¬ 
ments, while other countries 
including South Africa and 
Botswana provided more than 
75 percent of their own expen¬ 
diture, UNAIDS said. 


Britain 
defends 
shooting pigs 
for army 
medic training 

LONDON (AFP) - Britain's 
Ministry of Defence yesterday 
defended its practice of shoot¬ 
ing pigs and giving the 
wounded animals to military 
surgeons to practice treating 
common battlefield injuries. 

Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals 
spokesperson Klare Kennett 
said the training exercises, 
which take place twice a year 
in Denmark, were "abhorrent 
and shocking". 

"Pigs are intelligent animals 
and most people would be ap¬ 
palled by this, especially as 
there is an alternative available 
which does not involve harm¬ 
ing any animals," she said. 

The ministry said the train¬ 
ing gave surgeons "invaluable 
experience" and "helped save 
lives on operations". 

The animals are heavily 
anaesthetised before being 
shot at close range "to damage 
organs but not kill the ani¬ 
mals", and are then operated 
on before being killed hu¬ 
manely, the ministry said. 

"This training has helped 
save lives on operations and 
by participating in the Danish 
exercises we minimise the 
overall number of animals 
used."a spokesperson said. 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - French 
health care giant Sanofi Pas¬ 
teur will soon test a vaccine 
against dengue fever in India 
amid concerns about the in¬ 
creasingly global spread of the 
disease. 

The vaccine will be tried on 
about 120 adults followed by 
trials on children before it can 
be made available internation¬ 
ally as soon as 2015, the Times 
of India newspaper said. 

Dengue causes a flu-like ill¬ 
ness for most victims but one 
of its strains can cause life- 
threatening internal bleeding. 

There is no licensed vaccine 
to protect against dengue. Ef¬ 
forts to develop one have been 
complicated by the fact that 
there are four different strains, 
all of which may circulate in 
an outbreak zone. 


Dengue also seems to be ex¬ 
clusive to humans, which 
means it is impossible to test 
vaccines on lab animals first. 

According to the UN’s 
World Health Organisation, 
between 50 and 100 million 
dengue infections occur each 
year in more than 100 coun¬ 
tries. In 1970 the disease was 
endemic in just nine countries. 

India, with a teeming popu¬ 
lation of 1.2 billion, has be¬ 
come a major focal point for 
the mosquito-borne viral in¬ 
fection. 

Between 2007 and this 
month, the country has had 
32,263 dengue cases with 188 
deaths, according to the Na¬ 
tional Vector Borne Disease 
Control Programme. Experts 
say the real numbers are much 
higher.

CIA closes dedicated climate change 
unit 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
CIA has shuttered its unit ded¬ 
icated to studying the impact 
of climate change on national 
security, shifting its activities 
elsewhere, an official said 
Tuesday. 

"As part of a broader re¬ 
alignment of analytic re¬ 
sources, this work continues to 
be performed by a dedicated 
team in a new office that looks 
at economic and energy mat¬ 
ters affecting America’s na¬ 
tional security," said CIA 
spokesman Todd Ebitz. 

"The mission and the re¬ 
sources devoted to it remain 
essentially unchanged." 

The Center on Climate 
Change and National Security 
was founded in 2009 under the 
leadership of then CIA director 
Leon Panetta, who now heads 
the Pentagon. 

It was aimed at studying 


the security ramifications of 
climate-related issues such as 
desertification, rising sea lev¬ 
els, migration and competition 
for natural resources. 

Republican members of the 
US Congress, many of whom 
doubt the scientifically ac¬ 
cepted evidence that climate 
change is underway, have op¬ 
posed the unit since its estab¬ 
lishment and unsuccessfully 
sought to block funding for it. 

Panetta was replaced in 
September 2011 by David Pe- 
traeus. 

Under former president 
George W. Bush, the United 
States, one of the world's 
biggest polluters, opposed in¬ 
ternational measures such as 
the Kyoto Treaty designed to 
slow global warming. 

President Barack Obama 
has now vowed a new push for 
action on the matter in his sec¬

EU's Van Rompuy to make new bid 


Bernanke warns about fiscal 
cliff, spending cutbacks 


to save EU budget summit 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Federal Reserve chairman Ben 
Bernanke warned yesterday 
that the looming 'fiscal cliff tax 
hikes and spending cuts "pose 
a substantial threat" to the 
country's economic recovery. 

With government leaders 
locked in crunch talks on 
avoiding the cliff and slashing 
the budget deficit, Bernanke 
also said that the rising cuts to 
federal government spending 
were already holding back 
economic growth. 

"Congress and the adminis¬ 
tration will need to protect the 
economy from the full brunt of 
the severe fiscal tightening at 
the beginning of next year that 
is built into current law — the 
so-called fiscal cliff," the US 
central bank chief said in a 
speech in New York. 

"The realization of all of the 
automatic tax increases and 
spending cuts that make up the 
fiscal cliff, absent offsetting 
changes, would pose a sub¬ 
stantial threat to the recovery," 
he said. 


"Indeed, by the reckoning 
of the Congressional Budget 
Office and that of many out¬ 
side observers, a fiscal shock 
of that size would send the 
economy toppling back into 
recession." 

He said the Fed already 
views growth as disappoint¬ 
ingly slow and troubled by 
threats from the eurozone cri¬ 
sis, slow job creation and the 
reticence of banks to loosen 
lending standards — which 
Bernanke said is holding back 
recovery in the housing sector. 

On top of that, he said, "the 
phasing-out of earlier stimulus 
programs and policy actions to 
reduce the federal budget 
deficit have led federal fiscal 
policy to begin restraining 
GDP growth." 

"Indeed, under almost any 
plausible scenario, next year 
the drag from federal fiscal 
policy on GDP growth will 
outweigh the positive effects 
on growth from fiscal expan¬ 
sion at the state and local 
level." 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - European 
Union president Herman Van 
Rompuy said yesterday he will 
draft a fresh proposal on the 
bloc's contested trillion-euro 
budget in hopes of saving an 
extraordinary summit this 
week from collapse. 

In an invitation to the EU's 
27 leaders, Van Rompuy 
pledged "a revised version" of 
controversial proposed cuts to 
the EU budget for 2014-2020 
to be considered when leaders 
begin the two-day talks Thurs¬ 
day evening. 

Austerity-driven nations led 
by British Prime Minister 


PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande 
warned the country yesterday 
that it must "stay the course" 
and stick with a policy of 
straightening out the public ac¬ 
counts after Moody's stripped 
France of its coveted "Aaa" 
rating. 

"We must take account (of 
the decision), pursue our po¬ 
licy, stay the course and under¬ 
stand that it is in our interest to 
correct our public accounts," 
Hollande told a gathering of 
French mayors. 

He spoke less than a day 
after Moody's became the se¬ 
cond of three leading agencies 
to cut its ratings on French 
government bonds, owing 
among other factors to the 
country's poor economic pros¬ 
pects, rigid labour markets, 
and financial risks from the eu¬ 
rozone debt crisis. 

France has benefitted in re- 
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David Cameron are demand¬ 
ing huge cuts to EU spending 
to match domestic belt-tighten¬ 
ing, but face opposition from 
poorer nations to the east and 
south who benefit from the 
Brussels budget. 

Run-up talks to Thursday's 
budget summit have exposed 
stark divisions between EU na¬ 
tions that threaten more trauma 
for the bloc after three years of 
economic crisis. 

"Let there be no mistake: 
the absence of an agreement 
would be harmful for all of 
us," Van Rompuy said amid 
talk of a possible summit col-

In January, Standard and 
Poor's was the first leading rat¬ 
ings agency to withdraw its 
highest rating on French debt, 
and Moody's followed suit late 
Monday, lowering its rating by 
one notch from the top "Aaa" 
to "Aal". 

Moody's also left its assess¬ 
ment of French debt on nega¬ 
tive watch, which means it 
could lower the rating again in 
the future. 


Rogue UBS trader who lost 
$2.3bn jailed for seven years 



LONDON (AFP) - UBS trader Kweku Adoboli was jailed 
for seven years in London yesterday for gambling away 
$2.3 billion of the Swiss bank's money in Britain's 
biggest ever fraud. The Ghanaian-born banker ; 32, had 
been found guilty of two counts of fraud by a jury at 
Southwark Crown Court earlier yesterday but cleared of 
four charges of false accounting.The judge said Adoboli 
would serve half his sentence before being released on 
licence.Adoboli wiped away tears as he was sentenced. 
He had admitted the losses but denied any wrongdoing.

Malaysia seizes $7.1 min 1 cocaine cocktail 1 from ship - 

KUALA LUMPUR (AFP) - Malaysian narcotics agents have 
foiled a Nigerian syndicate's bid to smuggle cocaine worth $7.1 
million hidden in coconut milk cans, a top police official said 
Tuesday. Acting on a tip-off from the United States Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration, authorities found the drugs in a con¬ 
tainer at the country's top port, Port Klang, he said. It had arrived 
on a ship from Guyana last Monday. Noor Rashid said the liquid 
drugs seized could produce about 76 kilogrammes (168 pounds) 
of cocaine when processed. 


Charlie Chaplin hat and cane net more than $62,000 - 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Charlie Chaplin's iconic bowler hat 
and cane were auctioned off for $62,500 this weekend, as part 
of an auction which also includes a John Lennon nude drawing 
of himself and Yoko Ono. The hat and cane, trademark of Chap¬ 
lin's Little Tramp character, were in "remarkable condition" and 
had been estimated to go for between $40,000 and $60,000 at 
the sale by auction house Bonhams on Sunday. But when it went 
under the hammer, the sale price hit $62,500 the auctioneers 
said. Legend has it that Chaplin came up with the tramp persona 
and wardrobe spontaneously one rainy afternoon in February 
1914, seizing various wardrobe items in a communal male dress¬ 
ing room at a Hollywood studio. 


San Francisco to vote on public nudity ban - 

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - San Francisco lawmakers vote 
Tuesday on a proposal to outlaw most public nudity, despite 
protests in the famously free and easy West Coast city. The 
Board of Supervisors will vote on an ordinance proposed by 
Scott Wiener, whose Castro neighborhood is a gay haven known 
also for the Naked Guys, who routinely let it all hang out in pub¬ 
lic. A group of naked protesters demonstrated outside City Hall 
in support of the legal action, which claims that banning nudity 
would breach their right to free speech. 


Afghan opium poppy growth 'alarm signal 1 : UN 

KABUL (AFP) - Opium poppy cultivation in Afghanistan in¬ 
creased by 18 percent this year, sending a "serious alarm signal" 
from the world's biggest opium producer, the United Nations 
said Tuesday. Estimated opium production in the war-tom coun¬ 
try fell 36 percent because of blight and bad weather. But the 
area under poppies rose despite tougher eradication efforts, the 
UN Office on Dmgs and Crime (UNODC) said in its annual re¬ 
port. Afghanistan produces about 90 percent of the world's 
opium, and poppy farmers are taxed by Taliban militants who 
use the cash to help fund their insurgency against the govern¬ 
ment and NATO forces. 


Dutch ditch controversial 'weed pass' law 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
cities are to decide themselves 
whether to bar foreign drug 
tourists from so-called coffee- 
shops, after the government 
scrapped its unpopular "weed 
pass" law. 

The move will allow Ams¬ 
terdam to keep pulling in mil¬ 
lions of foreign soft-drug 
users, while allowing border 
towns to clamp down on crime 
related to dmg tourism. 

The Dutch government an¬ 


nounced a year ago that it was 
introducing a law to ban for¬ 
eigners from entering dope¬ 
dealing "coffee-shops", also 
forcing local smokers to show 
identification and register in a 
database. 

Called the "cannabis card" 
law, it rolled out in May in 
three southern Dutch 
provinces that attract many 
Belgian, French and German 
dmg tourists. 

The move was aimed at 


curbing dmg-related phenom¬ 
ena like late-night revelry, traf¬ 
fic jams and dealing in hard 
dmgs. 

But its critics said it simply 
pushed dmg peddling onto the 
streets of southern cities like 
Maastricht and Tilburg and led 
to a rise in crime. 

Coffee-shop owners in the 
south were pleased that 
tourists could now at least buy 
drugs somewhere, but 
lamented the fact that their 
own establishments remained 
off-limits. 

Away from the Dutch bor¬ 
der cities — which suffer most 
from drug-tourism related in¬ 
cidents — Amsterdam said it 
would simply keep allowing 
foreigners access. 

Roughly a fifth of the city's 
seven million annual visitors 
visit one or more of its 220 
cannabis cafes.
